"secondary stages nor bad effofits linger- 
ing in the blood. .

Time was — and not very long ago — that 
'when A Freooh miaiatry was defeated its 
memben hid themselTea from popular ob- 
servation until their crimes had been for- 
gotten. M. Ferry, whono policy brought 
on the Tunisian and Tonquiu wars, ro- 
tired from oflico a few niontlia ago in dis- 
grace. Every one supposed that he and 
hia ministerial colleagues would seek that 
repose from public life which oblivion ia 
believed to confer. Every one was mis- 
taken. The first thing M. Ferry did wna 
to convene a nioetiiig of hia conatituenta, 
and in spite of throiita of personal vio- 
lionce and frequent ititorruptiona, to 
pluckily explain hia policy and claim the 
credit of having oxtuiidod the coloniiil 
empire of Franco and secured an honor- 
able peace with China. tie also aston- 
ished the legislators by appearing among 
them and taking part in tlic debates as 
leader of the opposition. 'I'hia departure 
from the time-honored practice of Frencln 
premiers when in di.sgrace provoked a 
storm of hostile criticism; but M. Ferry 
atood his ground and bravely and ably 
defended the acta of his ministry. A few 
dsya ago there was a heated debate iti the 
chamber of deputiea in which M. Ferry 
took part and :ictu;illy carried tlia groat 
majority of the body with liiin in his du- 
ence of colonial expiinsion. His speech 
was really addreaactl to the conatitueii- 
cies, as the chamber will shortly be dia- 
aolved. But it must be confessed that 
his chances of returning to office are 
alight. The stream of French politics, 
like that of a river, dooa not run back- 
wards, except in a convulsion. The 
acene in the chamber while M. Ferry 
apoke must have boon very exciting. VVe 
quote from the Times' report: 

M. Ferry began by disclaiming any in- 
tention of making a jjorsonal apology, for 
he had always been governed by higlier 
considerations. "You have done th-? 
country a miachief!" oxolainied M. ISria- 
lou. "I shall take no notice of interrup- 
tions," replied M. Ferry, who appoaled to 
his silence in the discussion on the Chinese 
treaty as a proof that he know when 
patriotism required him to hold his peace. 
If he now rose it waa to draw a moral 
from yeaterday'a debate; for whereas on 
Saturday the prevailing sentiment had 
»c?med to ba in favor of the abandon- 
ment of Madagascar, the fault alleged 
yesterday had i>ceu that auQicient resolu- 
tion had not been shu^n. The opposi- 
tion had, in fact, aoftunod do-,"n yester- 
day. 

M. Revillon — You are inaolent! 
Xb? President — The speaker's language 
ia quite patl:si>'^ntary. 
M. Denayroua^ Iiiro rose, and, amid an 

uproar, apostrophized the P^'treme Left. 
'J'he president called both M. JUciiuy-'iusu 
and M. EiSvillon to order, stating tiiat he 
should uphold freedom of apoech for every 
speaker. 

M, Denayrouse — As M. IltSvillon is also 
called to order, I am content. 

Ml Ferry, as a proof of the change of 
front on the part of the Extremists, in- 
stanced the fact that even M. Pdrin had 
not demanded the immediate evacuation 
of Madagascar. 

M. Pe'rin — You are mistaken. I ad- 
voofttod the evacuation of the territory 
oeoupied by us, with the maintenance, 
however, of the fleet off Madagascar, in 
order to hasten the conchiaion of a treaty.

tion in England, waa appointed governor 
of Barbadoes and was afterwurda governor 

of British Guiana from 18G2 to 18C9 
when he retired with the honor of knii^ht- 
hood. In October, 18G9, Sir Jolm Rose, 
finance minister of the Dominion, reaign- 
od and Sir Francis Hincks was appointed 
in his stead. In 1872 at the general elec- 
tion, Sir Francis failed in re-election 
and British Columbia tendered him a seat 
which ho accepted, repreaenting the dis- 
trict of Vancouver, now repreaonted by 
Mr. D. W. Gordon, until 187-1, when lie 
retired from political life. Sir Francis 
WAS a keon, aggressive and ull'eotive de- 
bater. Mia early training was in a bank 
and his knowledge of figures waa phe- 
nomenal. As a public man he was one of 
the bust abused in Canada, and his con- 
nection with the Consolidated Bank of 
Montreal, for v-hich he was criminally 
prosecuted, but emerged triumphantly 
from the ordeal, has been often cited to 
his diaadvantago. Taken all in all, Sir 
Francis Hincks was one of the few great 
men Canada has produced and as such 
his doings will fill several pages of her 
early history. 

IMPERILED RIVERS. 

Tiio Californiana for many years have 
been engaged in filling up the fine 
waterways which a bountiful nature bo- 
stowed on their state with the debria 
from hydraulic mining. As a consequence 
of this sinful course the two principal 
streams, the Sacramento and San 
Joaquin, have become uiinavigablo. It is 
the general ii.'iproasion that a crisis has 
been reached. The lightest draft boats 
cannot now aaeund Sacramento river, 
which is filling up solidly, and it ia the 
optnionv,of the oldest river men tliat 
nothing but the most vigorous legislati'in 
at oneo applied will prohibit further de- 
l)ufait3 and eavo tliia great river from 
doatruction. On the San Joaquin the 
same difiiculty is to be found, but with a 
marked difference in the character of the 
bottom. The accumulation has been the 
result of floods. A fice light earth has 
been deposited which makes a bottom soft 
and yielding. The boats actually travel 
over this mud, as though it were a aemi- 
liquid, and the depth of the water for tiirco 
miles, or the character of this mud bottom 
demonstrates thoroughly the wide difl'er- 
ence be>twoen a natural deposit and one 
caused 1^ the sands washed down the 
Sacramento from the mountains. The 
one, where there is a current, can be 
surely removed, while the other pavea 
the river bottom with layer on layer of 
ciincroto.

natural process, as easily navigable as 
they were twenty years ago, the reason 
being obvious. The rivers finding it im- 
possible to relievo themselves from these 
dupoaits, the hand of man must be ap- 
plied. If these rivera are to bo of any 
giC"t value in the future as a meiuia of 
transit for height and paaaongers millions 
of doUara muss ba uppropriated and years 
of work done before thoy nan be restored 
to thecondition that nature intended, and 
one that will make tliem of iiieatimal.le

Consols are high, having to>.«u|ied 100§ 
on Thursday; but in spite of this is:-.?.r>rd- 
ing of the financial barometer croakers 
are alill to bo found wlio predict an early 
clash of arma over the Afghaniatr.n mat- 
tor. Rusaia proceoda to extend her rail- 
ways in Central Asia; England continuoa 
her eli'urta to form an alliance, offensive 
and defensive aa against Russia, with 
Turkey; the Afghans continue to mobil- 
ize their armiea and fortify Herat; Earl 
Dutforin arinouncoa another durbar to 
sound and buy the Indian potentates with 
rich presents; the I3ritish navy is be- 
in"; rapidly strengthened by the addition 
of new ironclads and torpedo-boats; and 
the Gorman, Russian and Austrian em- 
perors are about to meet, it ia presumed, 
to discuss the grave points at iasuo be - 
tween Great Britain and Russia.

8ir 
Francis haa iillr.'i within the recollection 
of men atill living oc important :\ pa^o 
in the moving political eveiu.^ -f Can"d.i 
that hia name will over bo insepai .L'v 
connected with the history of the young 
Dhi-ion. ^Born in Cork in 1807, Sir 
Franoia iii.-."!.-;! was in Ida 7'Jth year when 
he died. Earlj \t life ho settled in 
Canada and at once took ui. -ri^ive part in 
the bitter political contests whici- w^ro 
then waged between Upper and Lower 
Oana^a. Heaoon oame to the front as an 
ard'eiit advocate of responsible govern- 
ment, and fought the batllo of popular 
institutions with a stuadfastneea and force 
that won tlio admiration oven of his op- 
ponents. After the lapse of many years 
the principle for which he contended v.aa 
^conceded by the homo govorument, and 
Sir Franois, then plain Mr. Hincks, 
ahortly bocarae prime minister and held

The Point Bllice Bridge and 
its Detractors. 

To Tui; Editoii: — For stating thn.t I 
waa a resident of the province The Colonist 
haa boon unjustly accused b}' a contem- 
porary of wilfu! misrepresentation and 
deceit. For nearly three years I resided 
permanently^ in British Columbia, had 
large interests and paid taxes here. Have 
executed contracts on the railroad and for 
the provincial and Dominion govornmonta 
to the extent of nearly half a million 
dollars; have patronized the merchants 
and the established manufacturiii;; indus- 
tries of the province to tho extent of 
more than §150,000, and have disbursed 
among the laboring and mechanical classes 
here over 5^200,000; and in this brief 
period I think I have contributed more to 
the development and prosperity of the 
province than the moas backed fossil who 
in a contemporary journal growls about 
foreign contractors would do in a thou- 
sand years. But for the sake of argu- 
ment, asaumo that I am a foreigner from 
tho antipodes, who is injured ? Every 
dollar's worth of material in tlie Point 
EUice bridge is purchaaed within the 
province; the iron and tho timber are 
the product of local manufactories; the 
cumcnt, paints and other materials are 
furnished by local merchants. The me- 
chanics and laborers of this city, so far 
as they are available and competent, are 
employed in its oonatructioii. 'I'ho only 
articles that are imported are the skill and 
intelligence that are brought into requisi- 
tion, and for tho benefit of these chronic 
growlers wo suggest that these latter com- 
modities be in future subjected to a high 
tariff, All this ia equally true of tho 
other public works in progress hero. 
Your new thealre, your jail, your dry- 
doek. 'I'lie ari,'uments of i hoao growlers 
lire .simply peditical clap trap, intellectual 
Kwill. Hereafter, that they may bo 
properly protected when it becomes neces- 
sary fur tho government to build a bridge, 
we suggest that, in addition to the usual 
conditions and roquiromonia, the adver- 
tiaement inviting tondera ahall atato that 
"no tender will be received unless coming 
from parties wholly deatitute of intellir 
-enco, ability and enterprise, nor from 
any party who has ever executed a simi- 
lar work before," and such other require- 
ments as will preclude tho poaaibility of 
tho government getting a good job fur n 
fair prico. Wo apprehend that an adver- 
tiaement of this character will meet with 
the approval of these growlers who clamor 
ngaiu.Ht the government for throwing thia 
work open to the widest competition and 
awarding tho contract to the lowest bid- 
der. As an example of scientific bridgo- 
building and as a judicious expenditure 
of (ho [)ublic revenuea, the Point EUicu 
bridge will speak for itself.

No porsott visits England without, being 
dooply interested in lior suIiooIb for tech- 
nical or industrial education. This is coin- 
paratively a new uiattei* with her. .\t her 
great exposition in London, in IS'A, 
lareely the result of i'riuco Albert s iir.o- 
sight and ouorgy, l-Juglnnd led the world 
in toxtilo fabrics, iiud doubtless in 
machinery. Eleven years later, iit a second 
■world's fair in Loudon, she discovered 
that the outaido world was making great 
nrogrcss, r.ud at Iho exposition in 1 aris ii: 
i887 sbo found herself outdone by French 
and diernian Scorns and by the iron and 
steel induslriea of Belgium and I erliu. 

At once she scut an invff^;igating com- 
mlttco to the continent, wEb found teeh- 
uical schools at every largo industrial cen- 
ter, supiwrted by state or city. TliLro 
every l)oy rr girl could learu the theory, 
cr .tie practice, or both, of the trade or 
profession to be followed for a livelihood. 
Faris had nearly 100 fnic art srhooKs for 
adults, most of the pupils being working- 
mo.iL'-^^Tbo College do France and ttio 
Conservatoire des Arts et Jleticrs were 
tlirj»uj»d by workinguieu and vonien, 
eager to iitj.-. thtj free lectures in social 
ana physical 8CiK;."''.e, biology, niathe- 
matlcs and languages. A huge amount 
of money was given for wi>:'<.''hops in 
conDicction with primary sgIiooIs. Tlio 
committee found another admi'-ablo thing, 
viss.:'' That in Fi'onnh schools of every 
grade corporal punishment is absolutely 
unknown. 

. Since 1807 Paris herself has made great 
studies in industrial education. In' the 
primary school of the i\uo Tournefurt, the 
children begin to learn drawing, carving, 
joiner's or smith's work, from their Uth 
year. Tho Suliool hours are from H to fi; 
In the Lighir classes the work in the shops 
consume oighitva hours per week, un 
leaving , school tho pup'ls cnn earn !jl a 
week. Twenty-three primary i,c''oola have 
workshops attached, and twoniy tivo 
others are in preparatiou for combining 
mental and manual instruction. The lat- 
ter is usually optional, given before and 
after school hours 

Several of tho municipalilics of Franco 
have established free public apprentice- 
chip schools, where children, after leav- 
ing the primiuies, can receive piiictical 
instruction in the trades for three yiars, 
isesides advancement in other braiiclios. 
In tho summer they visit inchistrinl estab- 
lishments and give descriptions of tbeni in 
■writing. At the beginning of the second 
year of the course they select their trade. 
They enter school at Y a. m. and leave at 
7 p. m., six hours in workshop and four 
iu school, with two for dinner and recre- 
ation, usually in gymnasium. On leav- 
ing, the pupils can earn from $1 to .'il.uO 
per day. I'aris has found that money 
spent to make men and women self sup- 
porting is a safeguard against crime. As 
the tr&des will not usually receive young 
learners, Paris has solved the matter by 
her excellent apprenticeship schools. 

The trouble In our own country has 
been that our technical schools, provided 
through private gifts generally, are not 
free, ^^and^Uboruf ore, cannot reach those 
most needing assistance. Tho state must 
ev^ntudllyHtake'the matter in hand, giv- 
ing us not only free schools, but free 
books, and free opportunities to learn how 
to earn a living. England ascertained all 
these facta and more in Gdrmany and 
Switzerland, and profited by them In 
1874 she established Yorkshire collegn at 
Leeds, with classes in mathematics, lan- 
guages, chemistry, geology, engineering, 
coal mining, weaving, dyeing, etc., with 
evening schools and popu ar lectures for 
the people, at tho low price of -1 cents 
each. Weaving scht'ols were begun at 
Huddersfield and Glasgow, and me- 
chanics' institutes were opened in various 
parts of the viiuntry. 

I was fortunate in b ing present at the 
grand opening of Bradford technical 
school, June 33, 1882. liradford is tho 
center of the woolen trade, and, with a 
population of a little over i!00,UUO, payj 
an' income' tax on ^-i-lo.OOK.OOO. The prince 
and princess of Wales had come from 
London by special Pullman train. Houses 
were decorated with banners, and trium- 
phal arches spanned the roadway. At the 
station the platform was drapcl with 
crimson cloth, surmounted by a beautiful 
canopy of Uowcrs. Tho procession of 
lord mayors, members of parliament, irn lo 
societies, cavalry, artillery, and in- 
faiitry made an imposing pageant Tho 
prince opened the door of the elegant 
school -DUildlng,'- Italian in style, witli 
great cSutral 'tower, with a key of gold 
and.'Silvjer. nearly aioot long, bearing bis 
anifs atfd the ^vbrdsj" Labor oiunia vin'eit. ' 

YiriqCs guifds contributed largely to 
the building fund, while wealthy mauu 
facturers gave plants of machinery, and 
scholarships. Besides a public hall the 
building contains an industrial nmseuni 
where the products of the arts and trailcs 
are shown, chemical laboratory, libiary, 
art department and model manufactory, 
exhibiting all the processes of combing, 
spinning, weaving and dyeing.

He kept Ins 'pnson- 
bird^^ at work, gave them eiiougli to live 
on, 'anil! paid them libera! wagesr At lust, 
the consul was willing not only to lei ilu; 
escaiJcd convicts C(;ntinue at work, but to 
send their wages home to tlieir rolalioiis. 

"The had nothing to fear." said De 
Le«seps, in exi)lanation c!' bis iiiiluence 
over theso galley-slaves; "they never n-eiit 
to bed hungry, they knew that 1 trusted 
them, and " at they were wo''l;iag for a 
cause of universal interest. "
